WASHINGTON, May '>2.—Comptroller of 


the Currency Knox thinks that there arc

This morning in the Criminal Court 


Judge Wylie, General T. ,1". Brady (who 
was on Saturday indicted with J. W. 
Dorsey, S. \V. Dorsey, and others for 
conspiracy to defraud the Government iu 
the Star-route mail business), appeared 
with Ids counsel, Messrs. Jeremiah Wil- 
son and Enoch Totteu. The latter stated 
that General Brady was in court and de- 
sired, as his surety intended to leave the 
city, to give bait today and asfcp.rl that 
the amount be fixed.

A COLLISION1 fN 
T MID-OCEAN. 


A passenger on. hoard of tho Ktoamer 


Alaska which ran into the bark Castulia 
now at anchor iu the outer harbor says 
that ut about 10 o'clock on Friday night, 
when the Alaska was some '200 miles cunt 
of Sandy Hook and nearly south of Nan- 
tucket, a liriguutine was suddenly dis- 
covered by the oflicurs on the bridge, who 
afterward declared that the light of the 
sailing vessel was not visible until she 
was directly under the bows of the steam- 
er. From thin they argued that the light 
had not been displayed 
befm-e. 
The 


night was starlight. 
The 
brigantiue 


bore down rapidly on the steamer,' and 
struck the luttej; with her bowsprit and 
boom, which were carried away, taking 
with 
them 
some 
twenty 
feet of 


the 
steamer's 
rail 
on 
the 
star- 


board 
side, 
itbout 
eighty 
feet 


forward 
of the 
stern, The hull of 


the brigantine apparently ditl not strike 
the Alaska, and the shock to the latter 
was very slight. As the news of the col- 
lision spread through the steamer but 
slowly, there was no panic, although 
there was much alarm. 
The passengers 


in the forward part of the steamer, who 
had 1101 soon the brigantine. perceiving 
the sudden check in their swift course, 
were at first afraid that the -Alaska had 
stranded. 
The engines of the steamship 


were bucked down, and a boat lowered, 
in which the first officer boarded the 
brigantine. 
While there was n difference 


of opinion among the passengers on the 
subject, the speaker said, their prevailing 
impression WHS that undue confusion and 
delay occurred in lowering the boat.
